1. The Soviet agents fJNAGEL and UATUSCH2K voro apprehended near DreiTug- 

gcn by the Germans on February illTUSCIIEK vas killed at the time of the 

arrest and only RINAGEL could be interrogated by the HJHKAB7E2II staff* 

2. X«rl RUiAGSL m s born 12 February IplB in Vienna, son of Anton and 
Arina nee LSTZ nbo resided at Heimborgerstr. 1*8, Vienna* He was single. Boom 
Catholic, private first class in the German Amy and former P/ST In the USSR* 

In the German Amy RIHAGZL had been trained as an airplane radio operator and 
assigned to a JU 83. On his first mission against the Soviets, the plane was 
shot derm and be and the rest of the crew taken prisoner on 22 June 1?1*1* 


3* RINAGFL uas moved from a camp near Lemberg to a camp in the Ukraine 
and finally was t fiVy n to tba Ela-rBuga Camp Ho* 95 about 1*00 km* Northeast of 

At the latter camp he remembered an instructor named HOPAK from Berlin 
who gave lectures consisting of Coaounict propaganda* From Comp No* 95 y he 
was lakap to a «r»nn house in the forest 20/30 km* outside of Hose os where he 
was billeted with sevon carpanioas who hod offered to serve oorxnaiign* The 
nones of the seven were: Aarl KuAU303KXKBR , PFC, book printer from Vienna, 

later deceased; Rolf DIE5SING, PFC, office workor from Berlin; Heins PHTF1JIR, 
PFC, tradesman from Berlin; Guenther HCIDELBERO, Non-Com* air force radio 
operator free U* Rhineland* H1HAGE& and HEIBGI1E50 received radio training 
from a Bod Arty 1st It* whom PJHACEX described as a German in Soviet uniform* 


b* For xmecxplained reasons the radio training was stopped and the entire 
group shipped to the Krasnogorsk Cacj>, near iloccow. There RTHAfiKI* attended the 
AN7IFA school and remembered one Co mrade 7TSCEER who was on instructor. Next 
he was taken to Gom el with Felix GGfEUSR of Hamburg and Hugo BEHGUANN. In (Vanel 
2» worked on the production of pamphlets to he dropped on the Germany Amy. His 
teachers were a Soviet ^Captain, "Comrade VIKTOR* and a woman, 1st. Lt*, "Comrade 
HINA"* 

5* RIHAGSL was moved from place to place until September 1&2* when his 
radio tr aining was resumed in the vicinity of 2£oscoir. He also met Josef MATUS- 
CHEK, his team captain, at that time* The training lasted until the end of 
December. The team was furnished with forged documents: German Any' pass and 

mas taring-out papers; identity card; a pass for the Herman Goexing works and 
othor Industrial passes* RIHAGEL was assigned the code name FINDER, and 
l&TUSCHEK the KACEK. The forged documents were made out in the names of 
Karl POIXINGER azxi Anton PJEDL. Tbs drop occurred at 2200 hours, ll* February 
ipl*5* The arrest was attributed to a girl who saw the team hiding their para- 
chutes and equipment* Their aainm was to proceed to Vienna and transmit by 
radio information on raw railway lines, rail traffic , lines of defense, moral® 
and attitude of the population. A play-back operation ms planned for FJNAGfX. 
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
